Shellfish Sales 
Are Controlled 


This article is called to the at- 
tention of all Shellfish producers 
and operators in the State of Flor- 
ida offering Shucked Shellfish for 
sale. 

Effective September 1, 1957, all; 
retail establishments ‘shall be re-| 
quired to dispense packaged pro-; 
ducts only. The practice of dipping | 
oysters from one container to an- j 
other, or taking oysters from a 
large contained and repacking 
them in smaller containers, is not’ 
Permissable, All food warehouse 
operators, food grocery stores, 
markets and similar establish- 
ments are effected by this memo- 
randum. The only exception to this 
restriction is in the case of insti- 
tutions and food service establish- 
ments that may continue to pur- 
thase oysters in gallon ties 
provided they are consumed on the 
premises. 5 

Florida’s certified processors are 
now in a position to make available | 
to ‘wholesalers and retail estab- 
lishments, oysters packed. in half-; 
pint and pint containers, thereby 
eliminating additional handling 
necessitated by the practice of dip-| 
ping and repacking oysters. Per- 
sons and organizations engaged in 
the public sale of shucked oysters 
are urged to obtain their supply 
from the plants in which oysters 
are processed and packed original- 


There are inherent public health 
and sanitation factors connected 
with the dipping and repacking of 
oysters, and a significant number 
are attempting these practices 
with insanitary procedures and in- 
adequate facilities. Shellfish are a 
very perishable product and are 
highly sus¢eptible to * pathogenic 
bacteria growth. For this reason 
the state discourages handling of 
these products in bulk containers 
‘This way the addition of water to 
oysters can be eliminated. 

This new, ruling is already ‘in 
effect and will be followed up with 
individual irispections. >
